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Young America’s Voting Strength Is Below Its Influence 


WASHINGTON (API - Be­ 
hind all the public manifesta­ 
tions of young America’s politi­ 
cal power and influence stands 
the actual voting strength of the 
young, and it adds up to this: 
They're outnumbered. 9 to I. 
The U.S. Census Bureau esti­ 
mates that only 11.7 million of 
all persons of voting age for the 
November election will be 24 or 
younger—able generally for the 


first time to cast a presidential 
ballot. 
The figure represents just IO 
per cent of the 116.6 million 
Americans old enough to vote. 
Against the backdrop of Chi­ 
cago’s demonstrations, campus 
unrest and swarms of youthful 
workers, are these cold statis­ 
tics compiled by government 
and private research agencies 
on the youth vote: 


Participation—Young 
voters 
have 
historically 
diminished 
their impact by turning out on 
election day at a lower rate than 
their elders. 
In the 1964 presidential elec­ 
tion, for example, only 51 per 
cent 
of 
the 
21-to-24-year-olds 
voted. That compared to 65 per 
cent of the persons between 25 
and 34. and 73 per cent of the 
persons 35 and over. The aver­ 


age voter is 45 years old. 
Unity—Young voters are sub­ 
ject to many influences besides 
age on their voting behavior: 
parents, 
education, 
economic 
status and the like. In recent 
presidential elections they have 
swung in the same direction as 
their elders, although slightly to 
the 
Democratic 
side 
of 
the 
over-all population. 
Education—The tendency is to 


picture young voters as ranks of 
college students. But only about 
16 per cent of the 21-24 age 
group is on campus and the 
greater part of it never has 
been. About 3.7 million of the 
nation’s 6.7 million college stu­ 
dents are too young to vote even 
though the voting age drops be­ 
low 21 in Alaska, Hawaii, Ken­ 
tucky and Georgia. 
Furtherm ore, the 1964 partici­ 


pation record even of college- 
trained 
21-to-24-year-oids 
was 
•worse than the turnout of 45-to- 
64-year-olds who had only an 
eighth-grade education. 
Despite 
the 
young 
voter's 
record, each major party de­ 
votes countless time and energy 
to enlist his support. For the po­ 
liticians, more than a vote in 
November is at stake. There’s 
the chance to recruit volunteer 


labor for the foot-soldier jobs of 
politics, and the prospect of win­ 
ning a young voter’s lifetime al­ 
legiance. 
As usual, the Young Republi­ 
cans and Young Democrats han­ 
dle the job of wooing the young 
voters. Somewhat parallel but 
in business only for the cam ­ 
paign are youth divisions of Citi­ 
zens for Nixon and Citizens for 
Humphrey.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
m urder rate ai this country is 
connected more to social, eco­ 
nomic and cultural conditions 
than to the availability of guns, 
the President’s commission on 
violence has been told. 
Daniel Glaser, a sociologist 
from Rutgers University told 
the commission Wednesday that 
the poor and under educated 
have the highest incidents of 
homicide. 
Deaths 
from 
violence are 
much higher iii the rural South 
and the northern urban ghettoes 
than in the middle class am is 
of cities and suburbs, he said. 
When asked whether states 
with strict gun control laws had 
lower violent death rates, Glas­ 
er 
indicated 
not 
necessarily. 
Patterns of living affected the 


homicide rate much more than 
controls of guns, he said. 
However, 
Undersecretary of 
State Nicholas Katzenbach told 
the commission Wednesday that 
stronger firearm s controls are 
needed. He said the bans on 
mail order sales of guns ap­ 
proved by Congress do not go 
far enough. 
Katzenbach, former attorney 
general, testified most murders 
are committed within the family 
or among friends. “ You could 
make the case that you are saf­ 
er from m urder at 4 a m. rn 
Central Park than you are at 
home in bed,” he said. 
Katzenbach 
predicted 
the 
crime rate will continue to rise 
the next few years because the 
proportion of the population in 
their teens and early 20s—the 


age group which commits the 
greatest number of crimes—will 
continue to grow . 
Katzenbach 
questioned 
the 
emphasis he said was being

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O'Hara And Kavanagh

Justice Michael D. O’Hara of the Michigan 
Supreme Court is a nominee for election to a 
second term in the Nov. 5 election. 
He was renominated by the Michigan Re­ 
publican State Convention but he runs, of course, 
on the non-partisan judicial ballot. 
Justice O’Hara has a fine record that recom­ 
mends to the voters of Michigan that they keep 
him on the state’s highest court, but there 
seems to be a danger that he may suffer at the 
polls through voter error. 
He is the only incumbent justice limning for 
re-election, but opposing him is Judge Thomas 
Kavanagh of the Michigan State Court of Ap­ 
peals. It is the court below our Supreme Court 
in Michigan, created to take some of the burden 
off the Supreme Court and give it more time 
for the big legal toughies.

Sitting on the Supreme Court at the present 
time is Justice Thomas Kavanagh, who served 
as Michigan’s attorney general in 1954-56 be­ 
fore he was elected to the Supreme Court in 1957. 
Supreme Court Justice Thomas M. Kava­ 
nagh, is, of course, well known in Michigan, as 
is Supreme Court Justice Michael D. O’Hara, 
because of the eminence of their office and the 
importance of the Supreme Court to the state’s 
whole judicial system. 
Judge Thomas Giles Kavanagh is serving a 
term on the Court of Appeals which doesn’t ex­ 
pire until 1975, but he’s seeking O’Hara’s seat 
Dn the Supreme Court and it would be a wander 
if some voters didn’t ballot for him in the belief 
that they were returning Justice Kavanagh to 
office, although he isn’t running. 
O’Hara can be identified by persons not 
familiar with the members of the Supreme Court 
— and that means nearly all of us — by the 
resignation “Justice of the Supreme Court’’ un­ 
der his name on the non-partisan ballot and 
the non-partisan line on voting machines. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
The Importance of our Supreme Court to 
the quality and stability of our state government 
cannot be overstated. Our system of electing 
justices is not as inspective and selective as we 
could wish, so when we get a known quality on 
the bench it behooves us to keep it there in the 
public interest. 
Justice O’Hara has a record that is special­ 
ly meaningful in this time when the national 
presidential campaign is putting much stress 
sn the role of the United States Supreme Court 
in our government power structure. The “Im­ 
peach Earl Warren’* radicalism and the Senate’s 
interrogation of Justice Abe Fortas are exam­ 
ples of our national fears, indecisions and criti­ 
cisms of our system of justice. 
Michael O’Hara is a conservative justice 
who has raised questions whether the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court was going too far in decisions like 
that in the Miranda case. (Tile milestone Gideon 
case assured the criminally accused the right 
of counsel; the Miranda case greatly restricted 
police interogation of suspects for confessions.)

Justice O’Hara hasn’t played the popular le­ 
gal game of run-sheep-run to over-assure that 
there will never be any miscarriage of justice in 
criminal trials. He has questioned the haste to 
review’ convictions and asked if there are not 
too many rights of appeal being opened to crim­ 
inals. 
There must be a point, he has insisted where 
the public interest requires that we not let all 
the crooks out of jail because there might be 
one innocent man jailed. 
A strong civil libertaarian, O’Hara has in­ 
sisted that the rights of society to safety must 
oe protected as well as the rights of the individ­ 
ual to fair trials. We have been through such 
an orgy of legal breast-beating in remorse over 
a few well-publicized miscarriages of justice that 
Justice O’Hara’s position on criminal trial re­ 
view seemed almost old-fashioned righteousness, 
but in the maturing situation it emerges as cour­ 
ageous action that is vitally needed to preserve 
an effective system of law and order. 
Justice O’Hara is intelligent and he’s been 
judicious. His opinions are clear and very under­ 
standable; concise and supported by authority. 
They have been helpful to the circuit courts of 
the state because of their clarity and guidance. 
The voters would do well not to mix their 
Irishmen on Nov. 5.

Still talking to the dissidents, 
he cast the problem of the par­ 
ty’s disunity in another light: 
“We can’t unite the nation 
if we can’t unite the vehicle 
(the Democratic party) which 
wants to help the nation.” 
New York leaders like John 
Bums and John English con­ 
tinue to warn privately that 
Humphrey’s fears are well­ 
grounded. 
Many, many sup­ 
porters of Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy simply have not come 
out of their sulking tents. 
National Chairman Lawrence 
F. O’Brien showed his deep­ 
ened concern for the problem 
W’hen he came close to con­ 
verting a nationally televised 
panel show into a platform for 
an impassioned plea to the dis­ 
affected to return to the fold.

Underscoring 
the

fright was word from Minne­ 
apolis that backers of Mc­ 
Carthy, of Sen. George Mc­ 
Govern of South Dakota, and 
in some cases of the late Rob­ 
ert F. Kehnedy plan to meet 
in larger session there on Oct. 
5-6 to plan a general strategy 
for taking over the party’s 
leadership for the election bat­ 
tles of 1872. 
It is without precedent for 
any substantial elements of a 
major party to begin planning 
openly for the next election 
even before that party has 
finished its struggles in the 
current election. 
Some Democratic figures are 
reading this development as 
pooof these dissidents not only 
expect Humphrey to lose, but 
want him to lose and lose big 
so they can more easily seize 
upon the shattered remnants 
of the party.

Dissident Democrats cannot 
fairly assume that a trium­ 
phant Richard Nixon would 
still have the Vietnam war on 
his hands in 1970 or beyond 
or that he would necessarily 
be encumbered by any of the 
other special handicaps which 
plunged Lyndon Johnson into 
the depths. 
The McCarthyite strategists 
due to gather soon in Minne­ 


apolis may devise a game plan 
that could indeed give them 
Democratic party control if 
Humphrey loses big. But they 
might wake up in 1971 to learn 
they were presiding over an 
empty shell. 
If, as now seems likely, the 
GOP in 1968 wins the Illinois 
governorship and several other 
new' ones as well, they could 
hold roughly two-thirds of the 
nation’s governorships in 1969. 
On that compelling tide, they 
would be well-placed to pick 
off 
the 
Democratically - held 
New Jersey governorship next 
year. 
The Republicans then would 
hold the governors’ chairs in 
nine of the country’s IO most 
populous states — with only 
Texas holding out. 
True, in 
California, 
Michigan, 
Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, New York, Mas­ 
sachusetts and Florida these 
seats of power would be on 
the block again in 1970. But a 
successful Nixon showing in 
office w?ould assure the GOP 
a large chance to hold most of 
these. 
With power thus broadly 
based, the Republicans would 
be extremely formidable again 
in 1972. Another victory that 
year would reinforce their hold 
and at least open the way to a 
considerable period of ascend­ 
ancy. 
Adverse results of such con­ 
tinuing high magnitude are a 
not unreasonable Democratic 
prospect if Humphrey lose* 
big. It is a hard outlook con­ 
trasting severely with the self- 
serving fantasies that the Mc­ 
Carthyite game-planners evi­ 
dently hope to weave In their 
little assembly at Minneapolis 
on Oct. 5-6.

George 
Romney indicated Wednesday he 
is opposed to a 
constitutional 
amendment which would allow 
the state to levy a graduated 
income tax instead of the cur­ 
rent flat-rate tax.

u Romney cited what he termed 
“excessive federal graduation” 
of taxes and said “it’s better 
for the state to remain on a 
flat-rate basis” while it studies 
tile entire federal-state-local tax 
picture. 
Romney took issue with a pro­ 
posed revision of state school 
financing. Dr. ira PoUey, state 
school superintendent, and ath­ 
el state officials have said thev 
favor eventual state takeover of 
responsibility for financing pub­ 
lic education. Their ideas in­ 
clude levy of a statewide prop­ 
erty tax. 
“I am not personally in favor 
of state control of education,” 
the governor told a news con­ 
ference. 
‘‘I am not in favor of the 


state raising all the money and 
then leaving control to the local 
school boards,” he said. Rom­ 
ney said the “greatest educa­ 
tional deficiency in this state 
and the nation is a lack of in­ 
terest of parents” in their chil­ 
dren’s education. 
The state, Romney said, is 
“not going to increase the inter­ 
est of parents by giving control 
lo the state.”

Aid, Youths Told 
BATTLE CREEK (AP)—Cal­ 
houn County welfare officials 
ruled Wednesday that young 
people, 16 years or older who 
do not attend school and whose 
families are on relief, will have 
to take available jobs or lose 
the aid.

during a rally in Warren. 
“One of you who booed these 
educational programs,” Muskie 


said, “you come up here and 
I’ll give you IO minutes to tell 
us why they’re no good.” 
None of the youths responded 
to his plea. 
“I never expected to hear 
anyone under his banner booing 
education legislation,” he said. 
“Why don’t you try to measure 
up to the leadership of Sen. Eu­ 
gene McCarthy? Why don’t you 
make him proud of you?” 
“The one thing I can tell you 
about Gene McCarthy is that ne 
listens to a man who disagrees 
with him,” he added. 
Earlier, supporters of Wallace 
booed the Maine senator during 
a rally at Taylor. 
The pro-Muskie crowd esti­ 
mated at over 1,000 attempted 
to drown out the small group of 


Wallace supporters with chants 
of "We want Muskie!” But Mus­ 
kie silenced the crowd, saying 
“let 
him 
(a 
demonstrator) 
speak.” 
No Wallace backers accepted 
the challenge. 
“That’s a typical Wallace re­ 
sponse,” Muskie said. “When 
you haven’t got an answer, you 
make noises.” 
Apparently ruffled by the 
demonstrators. Muskie attacked 
the former Alabama governor 
by saying that Wallace has only 
one answer to America’s prob­ 
lems. 
“His answer is to diride 
America — not unite it,” Muskie 
charged. “His own answer is to 
build walls between people. 
“When you build walls you 


create ell cthe basic human ele­ 
ments which destroy freedom.” 
he said. “ And we are not going 
to start tearing America down 
now.” 
Muskie also paraded through 
Hamtramck, a small town with 
a large Polish population where 
he was greeted by an enthusias­ 
tic crowd of several thousand. 
Muskie, the son of Polish im­ 
migrants, said, I'd like to make 
it clear to you that I’m not here 
to appeal to you on the basis of 
our common ancestry- 
“We are Americans,” he said.

LANSING (AP) — The State 
Board of Education has given 
tentative approval to a state­ 
wide districting plan it said 
eventually might result in a to­ 
tal of 32 community colleges for' 
Michigan, four more than now 
are in operation. 
The board said the districting 
plan probably will be considered 
in conjunction with hearings on 
an overall plan ar higher educa­ 
tion covering four year colleges 
and universities. The hearings 
are tentatively scheduled for 
late October and early Novem­ 
ber. 
The community college plan is 
aimed at eventually bringing ev­ 
ery county in the state within 
range of a community college, 
the board said. Dr. Charles Mor­ 
ton of Detroit, a board member, 
termed the plan “part of a long 
process of trying to put rn or­ 


der the growth of community 
colleges across the state.’’ 
Applications for the establish­ 
m ent of a community college 
district in 
Shiawassee County 
and a joint Dickinson-Iron Coun­ 
ty Community College District 
were rejected. 
The state board said persons 
living 
in 
Shiawassee 
County 
could best be served if the coun­ 
ty were a part of either the Lan­ 
sing or Flint districts. 
The rejection of the Dickin­ 
son Iron County proposal was 
based on an advisory board con­ 
tention that there is not a suf­ 
ficient population or tax base 
to support a community college 
in these counties.
